ANGELE  FERNET  —  Buds  deep,  flaming 
orange  to  semi-double  blooms  of  brilliant  red¬ 
dish  apricot.  Fragrant.  Bush  of  moderate 
growth,  stems  stiff,  foliage  shiny  and  attrac¬ 
tive. 

AUTUMN' — Mingled  shades  of  burnt  orange 
and  red.  Somewhat  like  the  President  Hoover 
but  smaller,  darker  and  more  double. 

AUSTRIAN  COPPER — One  of  the  good  old- 
fashioned  roses.  Single  copper. 

AMERICAN  BEAUTY — The  old  favorite  red. 


EDEL — Pure  white  on  outside  of  petals  and 
ivory  at  base.  Very  full  and  double,  with  frost¬ 
like  edges. 

EDITH  NELLIE  PERKINS  —  Salmon-pink 

and  cerise-orange.  Buds  long  and  pointed. 

E.  G.  HILL — The  most  unfading  of  all  red 
roses.  Long  lasting  when  cut.  Blooms  pro¬ 
duced  singly  on  long  strong  stems. 

ETOILE  DE  HOLLAND  —  Brilliant  red 

blooms  with  beautiful  oval-  buds.  Quite  frag¬ 
rant,  strong,  and  free  branching. 


BRIARCLIFFE  —  An  improved  Columbia. 
High-centered  buds  of  excellent  form,  color 
bright  pink.  Stems  long,  stiff  and  nearly  thorn¬ 
less.

Flowers  semi-double;  salmon  pink  on  inner  sur¬ 
face  of  petals  and  glowing  orange  carmine  on 
outside.  Plant  tall  and  erect,  and  flowers 
borne  on  long  stems. 

ERITISH  QUEEN — Beautifully  formed  buds 
opening  into  pure  double  white  flower. 

CECIL — Very  large,  single  flowers  of  clear, 
golden  yellow.  Resistant  to  mildew  and  almost 
constantly  in  bloom. 

CHAS.  K.  DOUGLAS  —  Large,  semi-double 
flowers  of  brilliant  light  crimson  with  a  scarlet 
undertone. 

CHAS.  P.  KILHAM  —  Buds  unusually  long 
and  slender  with  high-pointecl  centers,  opening 
to  disclose  shades  of  oriental  red  and  rosy 
orange.  Fully  double  with  long,  slightly  quilled 
petals  of  dark  coppery  rose. 

CHATEAU  DE  CLOS  VOUGEOT  —  Velvety 
red  rose  of  very  double  blooms.  Spicily  frag¬ 
rant,  low-growing,  rather  dwarf  bush. 

CALEDONIA — -Best  pure  white  rose  of  recent 
years.  Buds  extra  long  and  open  very  slowly. 

COLUMBIA — Large,  fully  double  bright  pink 
flowers.  Fragrant  and  borne  until  late  fall.  A 
strong  grower,  almost  thornless. 

CUBA — Brilliant  orange-scarlet  buds  of  great 
length  which  open  to  large,  almost  single  flow¬ 
ers  of  Vermillion  and  orange. 

DAINTY  BESS — Slender,  rosy-salmon  buds 
opening  to  pale  rose  blooms.  Prolific  bloomer, 
lasting  when  cut  and  charming  for  display  in 
individual  vases. 

DAME  EDITH  HELEN — Pointed  buds  which 
open  slowly  to  large  blooms  of  brilliant  pink. 
Very  fragrant. 

DUCHESS  OF  ATHOL  —  Large  buds  of 
bronzy  orange;  flowers  of  apricot  and  gold 
flushed  with  rose  and  borne  in  profusion.  Foli¬ 
age  dark  bronzy  green  and  remarkably  mildew- 
proof. 

DUCHESS  OF  WELLINGTON — Long  saf¬ 
fron  yellow  buds,  opening  to  very  large,  light 
yellow  flowers. 

EDITOR  McFARLAND — Long  pointed  pink 
bud  with  a  glow  of  amber  and  a  paler  edge. 
Belongs  to  the  Radiance  group. 


FRAU  K.  DRUSCHKI  —  Pure  white,  outer 
petals  of  buds  occasionally  tinged  with  pink. 

FEU  JOSEPH  LOOYMANS  —  Long  beauti¬ 
fully  formed  buds  of  apricot  color  opening  to 
golden  buff.  Unusually  bright,  shiny  foliage. 

GENERAL  McARTHUR  —  Bright  red  with 
flat  open  blooms,  sweetly  scented. 

GOLDEN  EMBLEM — Beautiful  long  buds  of 
brilliant  yellow  striped  with  crimson  on  the 
outer  petals.  The  blooms  open  slowly  and  are 
dark  golden  yellow. 

GOLDEN  OPHELIA  —  Deep  golden  yellow 

flowers  of  medium  size. 


GRUSS  AU  TEPLITZ — The  old  bedding  rose. 
Always  in  bloom  with  its  display  of  rich  crim¬ 
son. 

GOLDEN  DAWN — Buds  of  rich  straw  yel¬ 
low,  opening  to  a  beautiful  well  formed,  frag¬ 
rant,  double  sunflower  yellow,  passing  to 
lemon  with  age. 


HADLEY — Rich  crimson  with  velvety  tex¬ 
ture,  very  fragrant.  Beautiful  foliage  and  mil¬ 
dew  proof. 


HORTULANUS  BtIDDE  —  Bright  scarlet 
semi-double  flowers.  Fragrant  and  a  heavy 
producer. 

HOOSIER  BEAUTY  —  Long  dark  red  buds 
opening  to  velvety  red.  Spicy  fragrance. 

IMPERIAL  POTENTATE — Dark  shiny  rose 
carmine  buds  which  open  to  crisp  petaled 
blooms  of  shining  rose-pink. 


INNOCENCE — Great  stiff  petaled  flowers  4 
to  6  inches  across,  long  ivory  buds.  Single 
white,  unlike  any  other  rose.  Rich,  spicy  frag¬ 
rance. 


IRISH  ELEGANCE— Long,  beautiful  buds  of 
apricot,  opening  into  a  single  flower. 

IRISH  FIREFLAME  —  Rich  deep  orange. 

splashed  with  crimson.  Single  flower. 

wopE — A  beautiful  full  bud  opening 
inf,  rich  red  of  perfect  form.  Delightfully 
fragrant.  Bush  is  upright  with  shiny  bronze 

green  foliage. 

tsobEL  _  Flowers  single  and  of  a  rich,

JOANNA  HILL — -A  slender  daintily  colored 
variety  of  orange  yellow.  Moderately  fragrant 
and  exceptionally  fine  for  cutting. 

JULIEN  POTIN— Gorgeous  brilliant  golden- 
yellow  becoming  deeper  as  the  flower  matures. 
Buds  long  and  shapely.  Glossy,  bronzy-green, 
mildew-proof  foliage. 

K.  A.  VICTORIA— Pearly  white,  tinted  with 
lemon  in  center. 

K.  OF  X. — Brilliant  scarlet  with  a  velvety 
shean.  Semi-double,  intensely  fragrant  and 
wonderful  for  cutting. 

KILLARNEY  BRILLIANT  —  Rich  glowing 
shade  of  rosy-carmine.  Sport  of  the  Killarney. 

LADY  HILLING-TON — Beautiful  long  point¬ 
ed  buds  opening  into  rich  apricot-yellow  blooms. 
Foliage  when  young,  dark  violet,  turning  to 
deep  green  with  age. 

LADY  MARGARET  STEWART  —  Buds  of 
deep  sunflower  yellow,  heavily  veined  with 
orange  scarlet  which  open  into  a  flower  of 
deep  sunflower-yellow.  Leathery  sage  green 
foliage  which  seems  to  be  disease  proof. 

LOS  ANGELES — Rich  flaming  pink,  shaded 
golden  yellow.  The  most  popular  rose  grown. 

LULU — Dainty,  extremely  long  buds  of  coral 
apricot  with  which  the  bush  is  covered  at  all 
times.  Flowers  semi-double,  but  of  beautiful 
form. 

LADY  ASHTOWN — Deep  carmine-pink,  shad¬ 
ing  to  a  yellow  at  the  base  of  petals.  Continu¬ 
ous  bloomer. 

LUCIE  MARIE  —  A  very  strong  growing 
plant,  producing  an  abundance  of  bloom.  A 
soft  apricot  yellow  lightly  suffused  with  cop¬ 
pery  red.

LADY  FORTEVIOT — -Large  buds  opening  to 
very  large  bright  saffron  yellow  flowers 
flushed  with  carmine,  red  and  orange. 

LORD  CHARLEMONT — Long  buds  opening 
to  large  double  flowers  of  intense  clear  crim¬ 
son-scarlet  and  deepening  to  lasting  carmine- 
crimson  with  almost-blaclc  shadings. 

MABLE  MORSE — Prize  winner  at  the  1934 
rose  show.  Beautiful  buds  crimson  tinted,  open¬ 
ing  to  a  full  yellow. 

MARGARET  McGREDY — Orange  scarlet  or 
brick  red.  Heavy,  beautiful  foliage  and  stout 
stems. 

MEV.  G.  A.  VanROSSEM — Petals  exception¬ 
ally  thick  and  dark  orange-yellow  heavily 
veined  and  suffused  with  red. 

McGREDDYS  SCARLET— Brilliant  red  pet¬ 
als  on  hinges  of  deep  gold.  An  exceptionally 
fine  rose,  seldom  out  of  bloom. 

MME.  BUTTERFLY  —  A  brilliant  pink  suf¬ 
fused  apricot  and  gold.  Very  sweet-scented. 

MME.  CAROLINE  TESTOUT  —  Clear  pink, 

flowers  large  and  showy. 

MME.  EDOUARD  HERRIOT — A  pure  cop¬ 
per  color,  with  buds  of  coral  red,  shaded  with 
yellow  at  the  base. 

MME.  JULES  BOUCHE — White,  lightly  tint¬ 
ed  with  pink  at  the  center. 

MRS.  HENRY  BOWLES — Warm  pink  flushed 
with  salmon.  In  constant  and  profuse  bloom 
from  early  spring  until  late  fall. 

MRS.  LOVELL  SWISHER  —  Deep  coppery- 
salmon,  shading  to  delicate  salmon-pink.  Vig¬ 
orous  grower  and  free  bloomer. 

MRS.  AARON  WARD — Indian  yellow,  washed 
salmon  rose;  buds  small  but  beautifully  formed 
and  borne  profusely;  vigorous  growth. 

MRS.  E.  P.  THOM — Has  well  formed  buds 
and  fairly  large,  double  flowers  of  clear,  even 
yellow,  produced  on  good  stems. 

MRS.  PIERRE  S.  DUPONT  —  Beautifully 
formed,  dark  orange  yellow.  The  buds  are 
rather  small  but  a  most  profuse  bloomer.  Dark 
glossy  green  mildew-free  foliage. 

MRS.  SAM  McGREDDY — Large  fairly  double 
bloom  of  orange  salmon,  with  a  suffusion  of 
gold.  Strong  healthy  grower. 

MRS.  HENRY  MORSE — A  bright  pink  with 
silvery  shadings. 

NORMAN  LAMBERT — Salmon  orange  suf¬ 
fused  bronze;  shading  to  yellow  at  the  base. 

OLD  GOLD — Coppery  red;  a  very  fine  and 
popular  rose. 

OPHELIA  —  Flesh  pink,  shaded  with  rose. 
Large  beautifully  formed  buds  standing  up 
well  on  stiff  stems. 

OLYMPIAD  —  Rich  oriental  velvety  scarlet 
with  golden  base. 

PADRE — Rich  coppery  scarlet.  Semi-double 
flowers  borne  on  long  erect  stems  on  a  tall 
bush.  Free  bloomer  and  a  remarkable  color. 

PRESIDENT  HOOVER  —  Combines  many 
shades  of  cerise-pink,  flame,  scarlet,  and  yel¬ 
low.  Long,  beautifully  formed  buds  and  a  rich 
fragrance.  Bush  is  exceptionally  fine. 

PORTADOWN  FRAGRANCE— A  very  double 
flower  of  orange-salmon  pink  with  a  silver 
sheen.  A  profuse  bloomer. 

PORTADOWN  IVORY — Long  buds  opening 
to  ivory  white.  Perfectly  double  flowers, 
sw'eetly  scented. 

REV.  PAGE  ROBERTS — Soft  buff  yellow  to 
a  rich  salmon.  Very  free  blooming  low  bush. 
Rich,  fruity  fragrance. 

RAPTURE  —  Like  Ophelia  in  form,  but  a 
deeper  pink. 
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RED  MOSS — The  old  fashioned  red  moss  rose. 

RED  RADIANCE — The  old  hardy  free  bloom¬ 
ing  red  favorite. 

SUNBURST — Yellow  shaded  orange. 

SUNSTAR — A  rich  orange  yellow. 

SENSATION — Long  pointed  bud  of  deep  rich 
red,  having  fine  white  vein  in  petals. 

SHOT  SILK — Gold  and  orange  buds  opening 
to  semi-double  flowers  of  coppery  rose  shot 
with  golden  yellow.  Bright  foliage  almost  im¬ 
mune  to  mildew.  Good  for  cool  places. 

SOUV.  DE  CLAUDIUS  PERNET  —  Long- 
pointed  buds  of  sunflower-yellow  carried  on 
good  stiff  stems.  Exceptionally  good. 

SOUV.  DE  H.  A.  VERSCHUREN  —  Large 
flowers  of  magnificent  form  developed  from 
perfect  buds  of  apricot  yellow.  Possesses  a 
very  strong  and  delicious  perfume. 

TALISMAN — A  mixture  of  orange  and  yel¬ 
low  which  varies  in  the  different  blooms.  Fair¬ 
ly  double  and  borne  on  long  stems.  Sweetly 
scented. 

VILLA  DE  PARIS — An  excellent  deep  yel¬ 
low.  Fine  for  cutting  purposes. 

VANGUARD — A  tall  shrub  type,  large  full 
bloom  of  orange  salmon. 

VATERLAND — A  strong  growing  rose  which 
is  much  larger  and  of  a  darker  colors  than  the 
Hadley.  Flowers  very  double. 

VESUVIUS — Shapely  buds,  opening  to  dark 
red  single  blooms  with  showy  yellow  stamens; 
exquisitely  fragrant. 


BABY  ROSES 

As  a  class  are  very  hardy,  beautiful  dense 
foliage  and  prolific  bloomers.  Use  them  effec¬ 
tively  as  hedges  or  borders  along  walks  and 
drives,  grouping  in  front  of  other  shrubbery  or 
in  any  position  where  mass  effect  is  desired. 
They  are  low  growing,  always  in  bloom  and 
require  but  little  care.

PLANTING 

INSTRUCTIONS 

Few  plants  respond  so  readily  to  good  care 
and  culture  as  the  rose.  But  few  will  survive 
under  more  adverse  conditions.  Or,  though 
your  bushes  may  grow,  do  not  expect  best  re¬ 
sults  unless  you  would  give  them  thought  and 
care  throughout  the  year.  Our  plants  are  packed 
well  in  damp  moss  to  arrive  in  perfect  condi¬ 
tion  for  immediate  planting.  If  not  planted 
immediately  the  roots  should  be  kept  moist 
and  stored  in  cool  place  until  planted. 

Select  a  place  that  has  not  less  than  one-half 
the  day’s  sun,  more  or  full  sun  is  better.  Dig 
the  soil  to  a  good  depth  to  know  that  the  plant 
will  have  good  root  room  and  that  a  layer  of 
hard  pan  or  tight  earth  does  not  exist  just  below 
the  plant  to  hold  water  and  injure  during  the 
winter  months.  Enrich  the  soil  with  well  rot¬ 
ted  manure  and  sand  if  necessary  to  create  a 
friable  condition.  Some  clay  in  the  soil  Is  de¬ 
sirable  for  its  mineral  content,  provided  enough 
sand  and  humus  are  added  to  make  the  soil 
workable. 

Dig  large  holes,  spaced  18-24  inches  apart. 
Spread  out  the  roots  and  fill  in  with  loose  earth. 
Run  water  in  the  holes  while  filling  in  to  bring 
soil  in  better  and  closer  contact  to  the  roots. 
Cut  back  tops  to  about  10  or  12  inches.  Do  not 
plant  too  deep.  Plant  only  to  the  depth  the 
plant  originally  grew.  This  may  be  readily 
seen  by  the  color  of  the  bark,  or  just  below  the 
branches. 

During  the  growing  season  the  plants  should 
be  fed  with  a  good  complete  commercial  fer¬ 
tilizer  worked  into  the  top  soil  around  the 
plant;  small  quantities  monthly  is  best. 

Dust  the  plants  frequently  with  dry  sulphur, 
containing  about  one-fifth  arsenate  of  lead,  to 
keep  down  mildew.  Watch  the  young  shoots  for 
Aphis  and  use  a  spray  containing  either  nico¬ 
tine  or  pyrethrum.

IRIS  CULTURE 

Any  ordinary  garden  soil,  and  almost  any  position 
suits  the  Iris,  but  a  rather  dry  and  sunny  position  is 
the  best;  they  object  to  fresh  stable  manure,  which 
should  be  avoided  when  planting.  If  the  best  results 
are  desired  they  should  be  planted  in  good,  rich  soil 
which  must  not  be  deficient  in  lime.  The  latter  con¬ 
stituent  is  of  the  greatest  importance  in  the  cultivation 
of  bearded  Irises,  and  it  must  be  added  to  the  soil  if 
not  present  in  sufficient  quantity.  It  is  a  good  plan  to 
give  a  dressing  of  superphosphate  of  lime  when  trans¬ 
planting,  and  a  dressing  of  powdered  chalk  in  the 
autumn  and  winter.
